LEGIT JOB-TIP SHEETS 
PROSPER FROM JOBLESS 


Tipster sheets is a new departure 
for legit with several agencies al- 
ready in operation in the Times 
Square district and having as 
clients the army of unemployed in 
the legit field. 

The tipsters give their clients a 
weekly service for $1 which con- 
sists of a sheet showing what ac- 
tivity is current in the production 
Nield with addresses of the pro- 
ducers casting shows and of others 
with productions in the offing. 

The idea has been a cleanup for 
the tipsters, netting as much as $200 


weekly with little outside expense 
other than multigraphing charges 


and desk room rent. 
Casting agents who figure the tip- 
sters opposition, have complained 


against the bureaus to Equity with 
the Jatter unable to do anything 
about it, since the tipsters do not 
pretend to be agents, do not pro- 
fvre their clients jobs, but are 
merely “selling information.”

The stations are asking 
the Federal Radio Commission ft 
increased power to make the pres- 
ent maximum of 50,000 watts. It 
will cost approximately $250,000 
additional for new transmitters 
mostly. 

It was brought out during the 
hearings that 70% of the program 
service over these stations is given 
free, Programs furnished by lead- 
ing manufacturers, advertising con- 
cerns which represent the 30% 
paid entertainment, are the means 
of providing profit for the station. 

When changes are made, the aver- 
age price to leading stations by the 
hour in the evening is listed at 
$310. The aggregate monthly in- 
come from such advertising methods 
is listed at an average of $23,500 
per station. For a 5,000-watt sta- 
ion, the figures show that the 
average monthly operating cost 
runs somewhere near $22,000, leav- 
ing $1,500 to the good. There is 
a good sized bill rendered each 
month for talent, aside from a 
monthly average payroll of $6,000 
for employees.
